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COMMERCE STUDENTS AND 
BUSINESSMEN GET TOGETHER 


Students in the Faculty of Business 
Administration and Commerce are again 
sponsoring and organizing a Student-Business 
Seminar, the seventh to be held at the Banff 
School of Fine Arts. It will be held between 
March 2 and 5, and the four-day event will be 
composed of a series of small seminars which 
feature leading executives from a cross-section 
of the Canadian business community. Banking, 
insurance, oil, airlines, and real estate will all 
be represented, as well as many smaller private 
firms. 

Seminar topics will be of a practical nature 
and will relate directly to each speaker’s field 
of involvement. The symposium will begin 
with a keynote address by H. BUCHWALD, Q.C., 
Chairman of the Canadian Consumer Council. 
He will speak on “The new morality in 
Canadian business.” F. D. JONES, Professor of 
Law, will be the featured speaker on Friday 
evening, March 3. In his capacity as Taxation 
Consultant to the Canadian government, he 
will discuss the philosophy of the new tax laws 
and their reallocation of resources. Similar 
topics will be discussed in the daily seminars. 

Participating businessmen have agreed to 
underwrite their own expenses and have thus 
enabled the students to attend the seminar at a 
minimal cost.
